therein; 2) Mr. Sprague tabled a memorandum concerning the 
Conference of International Red Cross Societies to be held in 
New Delhi from October 24 to November 5, 1957, at which there will 
be considered draft rules for the Limitation of the Dangers Incurred 
by the Civilian Population in Time of War, It is Defense Depart- 
ment's opinion that the draft rules as they now stand, if adhered 25 Y 

to by the U. S, in good faith, would impose sweeping restrictions Zv ' A 

on military conduct in any future war* The Director said we

speech in 1956 and commented he had not heard too much about any 
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action taken or to be taken on this* The Director said as a 
starter he had discussed it with the Secretary of State and that 
the Secretary had asked if we could find out whether the 
repudiation had been published in a paper available to the Soviet 
people. ACTION: DD/I* 

Mr. Kirkpatrick: 

Raised the subject of portraits of former Directors 
and after some discussion it was agreed that in addition to 
General Donovan, portraits would be made of Adm, Hi llenkoeiter and 
General Smith. It was the consensus of those present that portraits 
for the heads of SSU and CIG (Gen. Magruder, Gen, Quinn, Adm, Souers 
and Gen, Vandenberg) was a "little corapl tested**. The Director 
suggested that possibly we might obtain good photographs.
